Wliite said. 

Travelers attempting l«> turn 
left off Higliwuy 93 onto 1-84 arc 
encountering the biggest prob- 
lem, which engineers hope to fix 
with a clovcrleaf ramp, said 
Steve Howe, consultant fur 
Parsons Brinkerhoff, the firm 
designing the project. 

The ramp will take drivers a 
little out of their way, but not 


enough to be significant, Howe 
- said. 

“TItis is the must cost-effective 
way to fix the project that also 
provided for all the traffic. '' lie 
said. 

Nearly 20,000 cars a day turn 
left off Highway 9.3 onto 1.84, 
according to data gathered by 
the Idaho TranspuriatiDii 
Depanmciit.

The 2S,S00-acrc Burgdurf 
Junction Fire threatens to cross 
the Salmon River. On 
Wednesday, the fire north of 
McCall burned along a mile and 
a half of the riverbank, prompt- 
ing land managers in the Nez 
Perce National Forest to protect 
historical sites.

WASHINGTON - Nearly two- 
thirds of the nation’s 11 million 
uninsured children are eligible 
for free or Iow<ost health insur- 
ance through the government, 
but their parents mistakenly 
believe they don’t qualify. 


according to a study released 
Wednes^y. 

The survey found that about 
tluec of five parents whose chil- 
dren qualify for (he Children’s 
Health Insurance Program 
(CHIP) or Medicaid believe 
they’fe not eligible for these pro- 
grams, leaving 7 million children 


unnecx'ssiirily uninsured. 

About four of five parents of 
eligible children said they would 
enroll their children if they 
knew they could, said> Sarah 
Shuptrine, head of the Covering 
Kids program of The Robert 
Wood Johnson Foundation, a 
philanthropic fn'oup devoted to 


health issues. 

"Many families really believe 
that they have to have very low 
incomes or have to be on welfare 
in order for children to be eligi- 
ble," Shupiritie saiil. "It’s critical-

T he future of American politics 
has quietly arrived in 
Washington, hut the custodi- 
ans of the conventional wis- 
dom - the press and hordes of 
commentators- haven't noticed. Their 
attention remains riveted on the presi- 
dential campaign and familiar themes 
of old politics: liberals vs. conservatives; 
~rlch'agalnsrpoor;“speciaHnterest’‘- 
campaign contributors against every- 
one. Virtually overlooked is the new 
politics: a legislative agenda increasing- 
ly crowded with issues that pit retirees 
against workers and that, if enacted, 
would transfer hundreds of billions of 
dollars across generational lines. 

Everyone knows that the federal gov- 
ernment already operates as a massive ■ 
transfer mechanism between workers 
and retirees. Workers’ taxes pay retire- 
ment benefits, mainly throu^ Social 
Security and Medicare. These benefits 
now account for a third of the federal 
budget and average $17,700 for each 
person over 65, says the Congressional 
Budget Office, This year’s news is the 
explosion of proposals that would vastly 
enlarge that transfer: 

• President Clinton urges a Medicare 
prescription drug benefit with a 
cost estimated somewhere between 
$250 billion and $338 billion from 2001 
to 2010. 

• Congressional Republicans want to* 
reduce income taxes paid by Social 
Se curity recipients on their benefits, 
cutting tax revenues by more than SlOO 

-billion over-a decade 

• The House of Representatives has 
voted to eliminate gradually thcestate 
tax (“the death tax’’) creating, in some 
ways, the ultimate retiree benefit. The 
projected revenue loss is $105 billion 
for the decade. 

— • Glinton and-Republicans have both- 
proposed long-term care tax credits for

Not new location, but signs 

Recently, the Uniop School alumni 
held their first reunion, enjoyed by two 
former teachers, former students and 
guests. A tour of the Union School, now 
the Twin Falls County Museum, brought 
back many memories. 

The alumni have a concern regarding 
the idea that this fantastic museum 
should be moved. Those in favor will 
never find a location in downtown (as 
per Jeff Gooding, Times-News, June 2) 
that will accommodate all at the present 
location, besides thousands they would 


help at home. The initial costs are fairly 
modest ($27 billion over a decade for 
Clinton’s) but would surely grow. 

Politics, like America, is gra^ng. 
There’s no static “Social Security prob- 
lem” or “Medicare problem." As people 
age, they discovemew needs and make- 
new political demands. Similarly, politi- 
cians construct new programs to appeal 
to an expanding constituency of retirees 
and ncar-retirccs. Increasingly, this 
includes baby boomers who can glimpse 
their own retirement - and even their 
own mortality. 

Our political culture stubbornly 
. evades the central issues posed by this 
unavoidable transition. If you raise ben- 
efits for retirees or cut their taxes, you 
increase the burden on workers - or 
compel cutbacks in the rest of govern- 
ment. How much should government 
(meaning, in practice, workers) subsi- 
dize wealthier retirees? Should 
Americans, living longer and healthier 
than ever, work longer? 

In the president!^ race, George W. 
Bush gives faint (and inconsistent) sig- 
nals that he might raise these questions. 
As yet, A1 Gore gives none. Generally, 
“we have a consensus for avoidance.'We- - 
depict political conflicts in party, ideo- 
lo^cal or class terms. We minimize gen- 
erational issues. 

There’s a growing disconnect between 
. what’s happening and what we say is - 
happening. The estate tax is a periect 
-example. How could there be so much - 
support for something that would bene-

fit only the wealthy few? In 1997, the " 
government collected $21 billion from', 
47,596 estates, about 2 percent of the 
people who died. Yet, repeal passed the 
House 279-136. The pal theory is that ; 
Republicans ore pawns of the rich. 

That’s old politics. It doesn’t explain the 
65 Democratic votes or Democratic 
leaders’ willingness to cut the tax. 

— A better answer-is that millions of 

upper-middle class lAmericons see 

the tax as unjustified. In 2000, only .. 
estates above ^75,000 are taxed. By 
2006, the threshold already rises to $1 
million. Still, many families with mort- 
gage-free homes and fattened stock 
portfolios can envision piercing the - > 

floor. Between 1998 and 2052, 

between 7 percent and 15 percent of ' 

people who die may have estates 
exceeding $1 million without taking 
account of inflation, estimates the 
Social Welfare Institute at Boston 
College. Many more may think they’ll- 
make it. ' 

So perceptions change. By the old pol- 
itics, the estate tax was an obstacle to a 
hereditary aristocracy. By the new poli- 
tics, it’s a burden on middle-claK.suc-“ 
cess - a penalty on families trying to 
save for their ^ildren. 

The best policy now would be a mora- 
torium on all these proposals. Some 
have merit, some don’t. But all need to 
be considered in a broader social con- 
text that’s missing. Someone needs to 
calculate and communicate the genera- 
tional burdens. We need to develop ai 
mor e sensible consciousness about the 
process. We need a new language to dis- 
cuss generational fairness.' 

The climate needs to be less lopsided 
in favor of retirees and more sensidvd 
to the needs of workers, their families 
and the rest of government.

Dems’ convention won’t be like GOP’s 


O n Monday night. Bill 
Clinton will take cen- 
ter stage for perhaps 
the last time in his 
national political 
' career when he gives his valedic- 
tory to the opening session of the 
Democratic National 
Convention. 

It is a moment that many 
Democrats - and some neutral 
observers such as pollster John 
Zogby - think could be crucial in 
determining whether A1 Gore 
can overcome the lead built up 
by George W. Bush.

Mr. McCain was his only pri- 
mary-season rival to be given a 
speaking slot, platform dissi- 
dents weren’t on the pro^am, 
and the subject of the only op en- 
ly gay speaker’s address was 
international trade.

the GOP convention bore rela- 
tively little resemblance to a tra- 
ditional political convention. 

Aside from criticizing the 
Democrats for blocking GOP (ax- 
cut proposals and mal^g some 
sarcastic digs, speakers made lit- 
tle effort to detail the differ- 
ences between the parties on 
issues. The agenda also eliminat- 
ed or revised a lot of traditional 
features, including fulsome nom- 
inating speeches, and spread the 
roll cm nominating Mr. Bush 
over four nights, ending it a ' 
night after he actually had been 
nominated. 

The Democrats are planning a 
_more traditional conveiition. It 
won’t have a lot of suspense, 
since the only way to achieve 
that would have been to delay 
the vice-presidential announce- 
ment until convention week. But 
viewers are likely to hear more 
efforts to compare positions on 
the issues, since Democrats 
believe they benefit from a 
—detailed delineation of those dif- 
ferences. There may well be less 
of a monolithic focodc, in part 
because Democrats are more 
prone to resist authority. That 
will mean more of what the 
Republicans will decry as a neg- 
ative tone and the Democrats 
will say is a requisite amount of 
issue-based comparison. 

Like the Democrats of 1992, 
the Republicans sought to mute 
differences between the parties. 
Next week, the Democrats will 
try to highlight them.

The Clinton Doctrine's answer is 
that the United States will some- 
times try to stop humnniiarian cat- 
astrophes and to prqtea liberty 
and democracy around the world. 

OK, it doesn't sound like mucli 
of a doctrine, let alone a subdc 
o ne. B ut the k^ words are “some- 
Dmes’’‘iui3 "try?’ They directly 
contradict the most f.'unous d<K- 
trine of recent years, the Powell 
Doctrine. Colin Fowl’s Doctrine 
can be summarized as “All or 
Nothing at All.’’ Any military activ- 
ity should have clear and clearly 
achievable goals, should enjoy 
strong popular support and should 
involve overwheln^g force to 
ensure certain and prompt victory. 
No quagmires. 

The trouble with the Powell 
Doctrine is that if you take it seri- 
ously, it rules out just about any

Tlie kind- 
est inteniretution of the 
Republican position is: Sometimes 
we will act and sumetime.s we 
won’t; it all dc|>cnd.s on the circum- 
stances. 

In other words, the Clinton 
DiKtrinc is now our bipartisiin for- 
eign ixilicy.

BOISE (AP) - The Court of 
Appeals on Wednesday ordered 
the reinstatement of a prison sys- 
tem manager fired for allegedly 
helping cover up instances of 
female inmates being sexually 
molested by a guard. 

The unanimous three-judge 
court, in a point-by-point refuta- 
tion, ruled that the Department 
of Correction foiled to show that 
Rick Anderson improperly han- 
dled an inmate complaint against 
guard John Pribble and obstruct- 
ed the subsequent investigation 
into the scandal. 

“Given the lack of evidence in 
the record that Anderson violat- 
ed a written policy or that he was 
trained about or owarc of any 
unwritten policy," Judge Karen 
— LansingTvrote-fortiiecounrthe- 
depariment “did not meet its 
burden to prove o violation of 
department policy.” 

The decision upheld the 1998 
reinstatement ordered issued by 
the state Personnel Commission 
after Anderson challenged his 
* dismissal. Anderson was due 
$56,000 in back pay at that point, 
and was returned to his job in 
personnel at the Maximum 
Security Institution pending reso- 
lution of the court appeals. 

While Anderson may have 
found better ways to handle the 
original allegation against 
Pribble when it first surfaced, the 


commission, supported by the 
court, found that nothing he did 
violated Correction Department 
regulations or policy. 

It also found that while investi- 
gators may have felt Anderson 
was not fully cooperative, tho.se 
investigators said other depart- 
ment officials, including Director 
James Spalding and two of his 
top lieutenants, “had been Tar 
less candid and forthcoming and 
had engaged in behavior that was 
more detrimental to the investi- 
gation.” 

Pribble, who was a guard at the 
prison’s Reception and 
Diagnostic Unit managed by 
Anderson, cventuallv jileaded 
guilty to raping female inmates 
in 1994. He is serving a 10-year 
—prison term in-another staie,-^ — 

The number two prison ndnfin- 
istrator, Dave Paskett, v^s 
demoted to warden at the mted- 
mum-security prison to replace 
Arvan Arave, who was forced to 
retire. The then-warden at the 
women’s prison was reprimanded 
and suspended for two weeks. 
The state, also made a $750,000 
settlement with the female 
irunates victimized by Pribble. 

A year after the incidents, 
Anderson was demoted to hu- 
mon services supervisor after 
his management job was abol- 
ished. A year after that he was 
fired.

Utah schools look into gun-handling course 


! CENTERVILLE. Utah (AP) - 
- Davis County school officials plan 
' 'to look into a course that lets sev- 
".•enth-graders shoot guns under 
' (xilice supervision. 

-Many administrators said they 
were unaware of the course, 
titled “Shoot, Don’t Shoot,” in 
which students shoot real guns 
loaded with blank cartridges at a 
television screen. 


The’ federal Safe Schools Act 
bars students from carrying any 
real or pretend weapon to s^ool, 
and Utah schools t^^ically expel 
students who violate the act. Law 
enforcement officers are exempt. 

But a provision in state law 
allows school principals to give a 
person permission to have a gun 
at school, said Carol Lear, school 
law specialist and attorney for 


the State Office of Education. 

“It’s not illegal ... presuming 
that tlie resource officers are ask- 
ing the principals” for permis- 
sion, Lear said. 

Still, Davis Education 
Association President Kathleen 
Leatham said giving children 
guns in school is “wildly inappro- 
priate” and “makes me sick to 
my stom,ich.”

BILLINGS, Mont. (AP) - The 4 . 
percent resort tax levied by the 
Crow Tribe on nontribal busin^ss- 
■ es operating on the reservation 
has been struck down by a feder- 
jd judge. 

■' The decision by U.S. District 
'• Judge Jack Shanstrom only 
affects “fee lands,” just under 
half the land within the reserva- 


don boundaries that is no longer 
owned by tribal members. 

These lands are subject to state 
and local taxes, but tribal and 
federal courts have struggled for 
years to determine whether they 
are Mso subject to tribal taxes. 

There was no immediate reac- 
don from tribal leaders. 

Shanstrom’s decision was 


another in a series of cases nar- 
rowing the scope of tribal Juris- 
diction over non tribal members. 
Shan«irom found that while 
tribes retain the power to tax, 
"as a general rule, the inherent 
sovereign powers of an Indian 
tribe do not extend to the activi- 
ties of nonmembers of the 
tribe.”

Racicot said. "This is devastat- 

ing.” 

Montana’s 19 largest fires 
Wednesday had sc.Qr.c,lULd_ 

300.000 acres, about two-thirds 
of them in the Bitterroot Valley, 
where at least 52 homes have 

, burned. Racicot said 971 people 
have been confirmed as evacu- 
< ated in the valley. 

Nationally, 70 large wildfires 
were burning across 992,000 
acres in the West. More than 

20.000 firefighters are on the 
lines. The National Interagency 
Fire Center in Idaho said up to 
80 people from New Zealand 
and Australia will join fire 
crews that already include fire- 

1 fighters from Canada and 
I Mexico. 

Oregon Gov. John Kitzhaber 
declared a state of emergency in 
his state Wednesday allowing 
National Guard troops to he 
called up for firefighting duty. 
As many as 400 troops were

(AP) - The 
Make-a-Wish Foundation has 
quietly reversed a policy that 
Had allowed the organization to 
send ill children on hunting trips. 

"Make-a-Wish is obviously cav- 
— ing in to pressure-from the ani- 
mal-rights organlzadons,” said 
Dan Treb, of Delano, regional 
representative for the Safari 
Club International. 

The policy change is the latest 
chapter involving Makc-a-Wish's 
deasion to grant Erik Ness, of 
White Bear Township, a chance 
to hunt brown bears m Alaska in 
1996. 

The hunt was condemned by 
animal-rights groups orouiid the 
. world: Ness died last July at age 
21 of brain cancer, but not 
before he fulfilled his Alaskan 
dream hunt. 

Make-a-Wish offid als defend- 
— BdTlrelrhuntlng pulicyanhc" 
time, saying they wouldn't give 
in to animal-rights “terrorists." 
Death and bomb threats were 
received by foundadon staff and 
the Ness family. 

But lost January, the Make-a- 
Wish board of directors revers^ 
the policy and prohibited its 


chapters from granting wishes 
involving hunting, shooting or 
sport-shooting equipment, 
induding archerv gear.

Drought sends bears on food raids 
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LARAMIE, Wyo. (AP) - The 
dry weather has hungry bears 
raiding cabins, camp trailers and 
Dumpsters in search of food in 
many parts of the Northern 
Rockies, according to the 
Wyoming Game and Fish 
Department. 

The agency was urging anyone 
in black bear country to make 
sure no food is left where bears 
can find it. 

"Not only will leaving food out 
where a bear can get it cause 
damage (o tents and other prop- 


erty, it conditions the animal to 
seek human food again and loK 
its fear of humans,” Laramie 
wildlife supervisor Gregg Arthur 
. said 

From the Snowy Range to 
Cheyenne, there have been 
numerous nuisance reports this 
summer, all caused by bears 
seeking human food, he said. 

According to the department, 
cabin owners and camp^ should 
invest in bear-proof trash con- . 
tainers, and barbecue grills 
should be returned to vehicles 


and other secured places after 
use. 

Campers should also refrain 
from cooking aromatic foods out- 
side such as bacon and fish, offi- 
dals said. 

"Keeping food away from 
bears not o^y is for human pro- 
tection but also for the bears' 
well-being,” Arthur said. 

"Once a bear repeatedly 
exhibits no fear of humans from 
getting food rewards, it may be 
shot in self-defense or have to be 
killed to prevent an attack.”

CANYONLANDS NATIONAL 
PARK, Utah (AP) - "Under the 
Ledge" is what old-time cowboys 
called the vast grass and slick- 
— rock -range plunging toward the 
Colorado and Green rivers below 
southeastern Utah’s Orange 
Cliffs. 

“Crazy country,” Edward 
Abbey wrote in his ’70s eco- 
advcniure, "The Monkey Wrench 
Gang." A desert- territory as 
much vertical as it is flat, so 
gashed and shoved about by 
time, tectonics and weather that 
it’s daunting, and often inaccessi- 
ble even to someone on foot. 
Under the Ledge encompasses 
places like Waterhole Fiat and 
the Land of Standing Rocks, the 
Doll House spires and the 
labyrimlune Maze. 

“Whoever named it knew it,” 

. veteran tour guide Kent Frost 
remarked of the latter in a 1971 
_memoir.._An. ideal hideout, in 
other Words, for Hayduke and 
Seldom Seen Smith, the environ- 
mental rebels in Abbey’s novel A 
place more like home to them 
than home. Just as it was for Old 
West thieves like Butch Cassidy 
and his Wild Bunch. 

"It was hard country for peo- 
ple,” remembers Ned Chaffin, 
wild, desolate and as remote as 
remote can be. But people lived 
and worked there years ago, 
ranching mostly and prospecting 
some. 

"It was a rough'go for short 
dou^" he says. 

Chaffin is 86, retired in 
Bakersfield, C^alif. But as a lad he 
was a cowboy who chased wild 
cattle and weaner calves under 
the Ledge. 

“It isn’t so bad now,” Chaffin 
says. “You can go down there in 
your jeep. But wc must realize 
the isolation of that country at 
that time," far froift both high- 
ways and the railroad. 

“One hundred and 10 miles 
from the Maze to Green River,” 
Chaffin says. “And you’d ride 
that horseback or part of the way 
in a buckboard when I was a Idd 
tlu-ce or four days to get out there 
and three or four days to get 
back. And while you-were tbi^ 
you might just as well have been 
on Mars. You didn’t see anybody, 
and it w as before radio." 

FFost, nbW’83 and“based'in~ 
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Monticello, rambled through the 
country on foot as a teen and 
later developed his fascination 
and expertise into a pioneering 
guide business. “It was quite a 
challenge to get into places by 
hiking," he matter-of-factly 
recalls. 

Today the region is the still- 
remote western Maze District of 
Canyonlands National Pork. 

And upon reflection, Chaffin 
isn't taken aback by the fact that 
it has gained a rou^ notoriety as 
well as park status. 

“(Julte frankly, my father used 
to say that if C^ornia had the 
Maze area and Under the Ledge, 
they’d make a national park of it 
So I don’t think anyone was too 
surpris^" the old cowboy says. 

“It’s unique. It’s isolat^. It was 
just destined to be a notionoi 
park, and Pm ^d it is.” 

’Y’ and wherefore: Two mighty - 
rivers intersect in Canyonlands. 
liie Green meanders south from 
Wyoming and the Uinta 
Mountains, cutting through 
plateaus and geologic eons.“Tne- 
Colorado sweeps in from the 
Rockies and canyons to the east. 
When they meet, the stfeams 
form a gigantic “Y” that defines 
the natTonal park’s three major 
administrative districts. Because 


way into the Maze District, on the 
southwest side of that carto- 
graphic Y. Most came in the mild 
weather of mring and fall.
